CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Aug. L — E. I'\ Uhm 
has comenced suit against 2000 defendants 
to obtain possession of about 152 acres of 
land situated in the heart of the city, the 
value of which is between twenty ami 
thirty million dollars. The land in ques- 
tion is embraced in an .SOU vara sipiare 
tract bounded by Howard, liraiuian, First 
and Third streets. Ohm claims to hold 
his title by succession of deeds from Peter 
Sherrebeck, who obtained tho original in 
LS45 as a Mexican laud grant. His title 
to the grant was confirmed by Judge 
Hoffman of the United States district 
court, December 5th, 185'.). Later, in 
Judge Hoffman's absence, Judge McAllis- 
ter entered an order vacating the decree 
and giving the case a new trial from cur- 
tain irregularities and technical omissions 
in these latter proceedings, he claims that 
the. order of Judge McAllister was void. 
The complaint also alleges that in June, 
ISSli, the Toiled States government sued 
the city and county of San Francisco 
patent to the land as trustee, and for the 
benefit of I'oter Serrebcck and his heirs' 
issuance, this patent is the principal point 
upon which plaintiff rests his case.

Bright said ho would have 
been a land leaguer himself if freedom 
had been its object, but when the 
league became a band of traitors and as- 
sassins, honest men must denounce it 
with indignation and abhorrence. Bright 
made a grand peroration, which compelled 
cheers from both sides of the house, tho 
Parnellites alone sitting silent. The ap- 
plause was finally suppressed by Sir Mi- 
chael Uicks- Beach, tho tory loader of 
the house, who seemed inclined to 
trim In-fore exasperating the 

Parncllitefl too far. The general 
opinion is that the torics are injured by 
this episode. With their aid tho Parnell- 
ites might have earned the motion of 
censure, hut the aid was flatly refused. 
Parnoll then, to emphasize his bitterness 
over this refusal, gave orders that his fol- 
lowers should vote with the liberals.

Narrow Escape ol a Number of 
Pcowle from Drowning. 



London, duly 27. — On Saturday even, 
ing at Chatham, on the Med way rivor, 
between the II ichester that Dickens made 
famous and the nore at the mouth of iho 
Thames, famous f..r iis mutiny, over a 
hundred Sunday excursionists were sud- 
denly enveloped in an acciderft which for 
a quarter of an hour seemed likely to oc- 
casion a shocking sacrifice of life. During 
months past an iron pier has been con- 
structing at thu bend of the river near tho 
ordnance dockyards, to accommodate ex- 
oiu-nioiiisla going to or arriving from 
South Ifind, a watering place on the 
Fsse.x coast much resorted to by East Knd 
Londoners and Kentish people. It ap- 
pears that shortly after li o'clock the 
steamer which plies between Stroud, a 
village opposite Chester, and South 
End, called at the Chatham pier on its 
way down the river. As usual when 
weather on Sundays is fine and very hot, 
a large number of excursionists were 
waiting on the pier- head for the arrival 
nf tliOfSteamer. As soon as tho vea 
was moored alongside a si ream of passen- 
gers, passed through the harrier to descend 
io the lower tier of the pier by means of 
the iron structure known as a ''brow," 
when, without a seconds warning, at a 
moment when soiuo seventy or eighty 
people wore ou the brow, it oscillated vio- 
lently unit ultimately twisted over in the 
moat extraordinary manner, precipitating 
all the parsons awaiting to go by tin. 
steamer into the river, which just there 
la very deep. 

A panic ensued among the hundreds 
standing on tins upper portion, and the 
pieroillg shrieks and strangling of those 
in the water were perfectly indescribable. 
A largo proportion of the intending pas- 
sengers wero women, who, in many in- 
stances, were accompanied by children, 
and it was only by the exercise of prompt 
skill that the boatmen ut iho pier bead 
managed to thruutl their boats through 
the entire entanglement of-broken iron 
and woodwork. Several of those saved 
received frac'ured limbs by falling on 
Wooden piles and several women wero 
taken to a hotel bard by in a ha'.f-drotvtied 
and unconscious condition.
